Dear Mr. Derouen: 

On November 1,201 0, the Kentucky Public Service Commission (“Commission”) issued 
an Order in the above-referenced matter granting Big Rivers Electric Corporation the authority 
requested in its Application subject to two (2) conditions. Relevant herein is the condition 
contained in the Commission’s Finding No. 6, Page 1 1 of its November 1, 201 0 Order, wherein 
the Midwest IS0 was directed to file, within seven (7) days, a letter aclmowledging and 
accepting the explicit conditions set forth in Finding No. 3 which states: 

3. No retail customer will be allowed to participate in any Midwest IS0 demand 
response program until that customer has entered into a special contract with its retail 
electric supplier and Big Rivers, and the special contract has been filed with the 
Commission for review arid approval. 

The Midwest I S 0  has reviewed Finding No. 3 with counsel and represents that this 
obligation is consistent with the currently proposed Midwest IS0 demand response registration 
process wherein any entity, including a Kentucky retail customer, must affirm and represent that 
they have the appropriate relevant electric retail rate authority’s (“RERRA”), approval’. In this 
case, the Commission, as the m R R A  for Big Rivers, has made an explicit finding which creates 
Conditions precedent to any retail customer in Rig Rivers’ service territory who would otherwise 

This condition is consistent with the requirements of FERC Order 7 I9 and 7 19A regarding demand response 1 

participation being dependent upon authority from the relevant electric retail rate authority. 
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want to register demand response assets in the Midwest IS0 markets. Accordingly, the Midwest 
IS0  accepts and agrees to be bound by and honor the specific condition set forth in Finding No. 
3 of the Commission’s November 1,20 1 0 Order.
